A delegation, headed by Frank 
Common, President of the McGill 
Student Veterans' Society, will to- 
day present several recommenda- 
tions, which were discussed at the 
seventh executive meeting yester- 
day, to the Hon. Ian A. MacKenzie,' 
minister of Veterans' Affairs, and 
his' staff In Ottawa. Commuters' 
allowances, pensioners' grants, 
maintenance grants, loan arrange- 
ments and book allowances are 
some of the matters to be taken up 
with the officials of the Veterans 
Department. 

DAWSON VETS VISITED 

Five members of the executive 
attended a general meeting of the 
Dawson Student Veterans' Society 
on ..Monday night. Cooperation in 
their activities was assured them 
by . the McGill executive, and they 
assisted the Dawson group in pre- 
paring a revised questionnaire, 
which will be distributed to the 
student veterans at Dawson in the 
near future to ascertain their hous- 
ing, employment and financial 
problems. Proposals for the Otta- 
wa visit were also discussed.

Speaks Today 
In Union at 5 



Tonight at 5 o'clock In the Union 
Ballroom Dr. K. H. Ting (pro- 
nounced "Ding") will address Mc- 
Gill students, sponsored by the 
Chinese Student's Association, the 
S.C.M., I.V.C.F. and Cosmopolitan 
Club. \ 

The Missionary secretary of the 
S.C.M. in Canada. K. H. arrived in 
Canada from China with his wife 
In September of this year. He was 
educated at Fuh San University and 
also graduated from St. John's Uni- 
versity, Shanghai, where he also 
taught. 

A member of the Anglican priest- 
hood, he was once pastor of the only 
interdenominational International 
church in the world, in Shanghai. 

For the past month, Mr. Ting 
has been visiting Mount Allison 
Acadia, Dalhousle and New Bruns- 
wick Universities and has attend- 
ed the New York conference of 
the. Student Volunteer Movement 
and the Canadian Council of 
Churches in Quebec. 

As missionary secretary, Dr. 
Ting is interested not only in for- 
eign missions but in the mission- 
ary aspect of work on the campus. 
He has had much experience with 
student work, having accompanied 
many Chinese students on their 
trek from Japanese occupied terri- 
tory into Free China.

J. Macdonnell 
Stresses Need 
For Exports 



"Canada can never attain pros 
pcrlty except with a large export 
trade, and for the past two years 
or more Canada has been financing 
her own export trade," declared J. 
M. Macdonnell, M.C., K.C., M.P. at 
a meeting of the McGill Progrès 
sivc Conservative Club last night. 
"This is one of the problems that 
we must solve and today we can- 
ot reach economic prosperity ex- 
cept by a wider basis of trade than 
that of Empire Preference," he 
added. 

"Canadians need not fear slip- 
ping Into socialism. It is a question 
of climbing out of it," he stated, 
explaining that, although Mr. King 
and Mr. Ilslcy were not socialists 
themselves, they had fallen into 
the hands of advocates of govern- 
ment control and were pushing the 
country into socialism. 

"We are as socially conscious as 
the socialists," he explained, and 
equally perturbed by social In- 
equalities but we should not let 
opportunity be subordinated to 
security. The immigrants came to 
this country in search of an oppor- 
tunity for advancement on their 
own merits and not for mere se- 
curity, he said. 

The importance of the party sys- 
tem cannot be over emphsized and 
if we did not have -parties, chaos 
would quickly result, he declared. 
He also said that a two party sys- 
tem had been found most satisfac- 
tory as each party can then contain

University President, Valentine 
Lectures on "Men in Politics" 



With greater participation in 
politics by the public, we can look 
forward to a higher morality in 
government, said Dr. Alan Valen- 
tine, President of the University uf 
Rochester, talking on "Men in Poli- 
tics" in the last of the 1946-7 "Lec- 
tures on Living" series in Moyse 
Hall last night. Dr. F. Cyril James 
was in the chair. 

Politicians are practical men, be- 
cause of the very nature of their 
profession, said Dr. Valentine, they 
must, as did Machiavelll In his 
time, use methods that work. They 
are probably the best practical so- 
cial psychologists; they try to make 
people "feel" rather than think 
about issues. One of the methods 
used to achieve this ■ Is by. .words 
such as "Capitalism" and "Discri- 
mination." Where party-workers 
have fallen :down ".however,'. Is! In 
the efficiency of routine matters, 
and the use of new ideas such as 
public opinion polls. ' 

History seems to show that the 
two party system works best in 
western democracies. Three parties 
csnnot rIvc the clear dc!ir:iii'.ion of 
Issues, nor the slmp"?lty of .^ho!:" 
that I* presented by just two oar- 
ties. Parties have their faults; they 
Interpret the issues for their own 
welfare, sometimes even evading 



the immediate issues to Insure their 
continued existence. This is still 
no reason for the citizen to say 
that politics is a dirty game, and 
that he will have nothing to do 
with It. 

Mr. Jones, the independent, is a 
disruptive force to the party sys- 
tem; not only that, he is not as ef- 
fective as he would like to think. 
His abhorrence of being told what 
to think as a party member Is be- 
side the point, for as a member of 
a party he can influence the ac- 
tions of a body, which is really 
effective, in the running of the 
country. He cited the case of Mr. 
Wilkie as an' independent who was 
not willing to' work with the poli- 
ticians and thereby lost any chance 
of doing some good. 

He' suggested several methods by 
which ambitious young men might 
enler ."politics. A week ago, when 
he wrote, the speech, one method, 
he suggested, was to become a union 
leader, another method that he has 
noticed recently, is first to become 
a well-known educator, and then 
get eltîcted, He lamented the fact 
ihr.l In America there wai no form 
\oi enca;::-arerr.!:nt to young aspt- 
1 nor was there any systematic 
htiempt to train men in the minor 
leagues, for a future in the major 
league.

Medicine Wins 
Debate; Topic 
Price Control 



Wednesday, at 1 p.m. the Union 
ballroom was the scene of a hard 
fought debate on the subject "Re- 
solved that all price controls, ex- 
cept those on rents, should be re- 
moved". The team representing 
Medicine upholding the resolution, 
was declared victor over their 
traditional rivals the engineers, 
who spoke on behalf of price con- 
trols. 

The panel of Judges consisted of 
Prof. Boulding, Chairman of the 
Dept. of economics and Political 
Science. Ed Gauthier, President of 
the Engineering debating Society, 
and Isadore Roscnfcld President of 
the McGill Debating Society. Sher- 
wln H. Raymond acted as Chair- 
man and time keeper. 

Hi Shatan opened up the affir- 
mative case by showing that tht 
only adequate stimulus to product- 
Ion is the anticipation of future 
profits. Wherever profits could be 
anticipated, production was shortly 
forthcoming. By endangering prof- 
its, discourage Investment In pro- 
duction of consumer goods which 
arc so desperately needed now. He 
also declared that the laws of sup- 
ply and demand could not be cir- 
cumvented by legislation. 

Fears of inflation were founded 
on scarcity of goods. When In- 
creased production does away with 
the scarcity prices will soon drop, 
on a free market. He concluded 
his argument by cautioning against 
the continuance of a policy which 
rationed scarcity instead of stimu- 
latlng production to abolish scar- 
city. 

Colin Spencer Introduced the 
arguments for the Engineers. He 
drew a chart showing how prices 
always rise before and above 
wages In an unregulated economy. 
He claimed that due to the war 
there was a necessary lag in the 
production of civilian consumer 
goods. Unless we retain price con- 
trols, until the backlog of consum- 
er goods Is met, there will be a 
wild inflation as the bidding for 
scarce items goes up and up. 

Clarence Johnston summed up 
the affirmative platform by point- 
ing out that in effect price controls

City Needs 
Second Arena, 
Says Principal 

Plans for the new Hlnk-Audl- 
torum have been completed and 
arc to be considered by the Board 
of Governors in the very near 
future, Dr. F. Cyril James, Princi- 
pal and Vicc-Chancellor of McGill 
University, announced yesterday 
afternoon. 

Principal James expressed en- 
thusiastic approval of the all-out 
effort planned by McGill students. 
"Montreal has outgrown the one- 
forum stage," said Dr. James; "and 
McGill now definitely needs her 
own Rink-Auditorium." 

NO OBSTRUCTIONS ' 

According to the preliminary 
plans of the architect the Rink- 
Auditorium Is to measure 295 feet 
by 205 feet and is to have a regula- 
tion ice surface. The immense roof 
will be supported on tresses so that 
there will be no pillars to obstruct 
our view of McGill's flashing puck- 
sters as they race in to score that 
crucial goal on visiting teams.

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A Healthy Effort 

Bruce Hutchison, young Canadian author, re- 
cently wrote an extremely effective book in 
which he scratched the surface of Canada— "The 
Unknown Country". A still more recent work, 
Hugh McLennan's "Two Solitudes", attempted 
to delve into the relentless French-English prob- 
lem which has bothered Canada for many years, 
and still seems far from a final solution. 

These manifestations of the Canadian literary 
trend reveal an increasing self-consciousness and 
awareness of this country as it deserves to be 
regarded— as an entity, and as a human factor; 
part of a human world. Wo do not suggest that 
'our native land' has as yet reached any remark- 
able stage of integration. Far from it. The very 
nature of Canada, its topography and its popu- 
lation—two very potent forces — negate all at- 
tempts to unify and bind it together. Its vast 
size and its heterogeneous populations both be- 
speak loose cultural and social tics. Its youth 
and its immaturity; its kaleidoscopic assortment 
of cultures; all these tend to retard the unity 
and solidarity which should exist not merely 
among the Canadian people, but among all the 
nations in the world. 

Despite these tremendous opposing forces, the 
young writers and artists of Canada are strug- 
gling to discover the 'common factor', the basic, 
underlying 'truths, which will distinguish the 
humanities and ideals of their country, and thus 
identify it with the rest of the world. 

This is particularly true in the universities of 
Canadn. Ambitious, idealistic youths arc in the 
various embryonic stages of literary develop- 
ment. They are 'searching for something to say' 
which will be truly Canadian, and will also be 
Universal by virtue of this truth. Literary Clubs 
and societies issue publications written, edited 
and prepared by the young writers and poets— 
the students themselves. While the standard of 
some of their work may be regarded as inferior 
to commonly accepted criteria, or while the lay- 
man will complain at some of the more obvious 
obscurities and confusions which the writings 
betray, the efforts are to be regarded with under- 
standing and approval. For it is only through 
these trial and error methods that one day, we 
may witness the beginnings of our own cultural 
cycle: the cumulative tendencies where writings 
exert influences upon the country, which in turn, 
provides the profoundly basic reasons for those 
writings. 

Such a publication is the 'Forge', which is 
written and prepared by McGill students. This 
year, the editors intend to present a new Forge — 
a Forge containing not only the best of the crea- 
tive talent of the student body, but one which 
will also reflect the growing maturity of the un- 
dergraduates. With the hope in mind that they 
are perhaps laying the basis for future gener- 
ations of writers and prints, wo wish them every 
succès?. When the middle of December deadline 
is rcnrlieil, it is to he Imped thai they will have 
a fund of material upon which to draw from, 
which will do credit to the 'liteiatcurs' of the 
University. We shall look forward to their next 
issue.

DR. VALENTINF 

OF ROCHESTER

Dr. Alan Valentine, President of the University 
of Rochester, is widely recognized as one of the 
leading educators in the United States. In Montreal 
for the concluding lecture of the year in the 'Lectures 
on Living' series, Dr. Valentine is a tall, well-built 
young man with a knack for putting one completely 
at case. 

Although his Interests in politics is of long stand- 
ing, it is only since 1940 that Dr. Valentine has been 
nationally prominent in political activities. It was 
in that year that he assumed a post on the executive 
of the National Committee of Democrats for Wendell 
Wilkle. In the same year he testified before the 
Senate Committee in connection with the Lend- 
Lease Agreement. This testimony was widely mis- 
represented by the press. Dr. Valentine's position, 
he explains, was that of favoring aid to Britain, but 
he considered the agreement so imperfect that he 
felt a new start should be made. 

Coming to the topic of the evening's lecture, 
"Men in Government", Dr. Valentine admitted that 
there was a general prejudice against politicians. 
This prejudice, he felt, was not entirely justified, and 
certainly those men are necessary to the continuation 
of party government. In this regard, Dr. Valentine 
went on record as -favoring a two party system. As 
the number of parties grows, Issues become more 
obscure and the electorate is faced with no clear 
choice. This system, he observed, also provides for 
the existence of a strong opposition. Dr. Valentine 
felt, that it was. significant, that the two democracies 
to survive the war, Britain and the United States, 
have two-party systems. 

Dr. Valentine disagrees with the criticism fre- 
quently made that the Republican and Democratic 
parties are essentially the same. This conclusion is 
largely the result of comparing platforms, but the 
real differences between the parties are not reflected 
In their programs. Except that historical background 
makes it unacceptable for either party,' a change of 
name to Conservative and Liberal would better de- 
scribe their respective policies. 

Discussing the University of Rochester, Dr. Valen- 
tine revealed that he had just returned from the 
West Coast, where he had attended the Inauguration 
of Dr. Lee A. DuBrldge as President of the California 
Institute ot Technology. Dr. DuBrldge is one of three 
men Rochester has lost in the past year, Wells and 
Purdue having . chosen their presidents from Dr. 
Valentine's faculty as well. While appreciating the 
honour, Dr. Valentine hopes that these will be the 
only contributions Rochester will be called upon to 
make.

Construction at the University of Rochester in- 
eludes a building for neuropsychology and a new 
cyclotron. This cyclotron, which may eclipse McGill's, 
is being built under the sponsorship of the United 
States Navy, but the University is being given com- 
plete freedom, of research through an agreement 
which Dr. Valentine praised as an example of en- 
lightened interest on the part of the Navy.

Whether talking of draughting 
or planning choreography for the 
1047 Revue. Dick has an air which 
marks him a showman. It is a 
natural flair for rhythm and move- 
ment ... the quick way he visual- 
ises a scene or a routine when plans 
for tho Revue arc discussed , . . 
which plainly tell that show busi- 
ness is his world. Among a group 
who treat theatre with experienc- 
ed deference, he treats it with fam- 
iliarity. Once an Idea for a skit or 
a musical number is brought for- 
ward, he can visualise production 
with deftness ... his enthusiasm 
supplementing the original. His 
Ideas on dancing are definite, yet 
varied. In the Revue he wants to 
suit the routines to the ability of 
the available talent, for he be- 
lieves that the old concept of the 
straight line chorus is a thing of 
the past Setting a precedent for 
McGill musicals in his breakaway 
from this type of show dancing, his 
choreography will be based on 
modern musical comedy stylo 
dancing, emphasising group num- 
bers and rhythm routines. 

The inevitable combination of 
Dick and dancing goes back to 
vaudeville days when he broke 
into show business with his own 
kiddle revue, which was billed 
under his stage name as "Dickie 
Richards and Company". With this 
troupe he. toured the middle west 
on the old Kunskl circuit, learning 
show business the hard way, and 
getting his formal education from 
a tutor, who travelled with him. 
From his own revue Dick went on 
to join the RKO theatre circuit, 
continuing his tour westward to 



San Francisco. Here the advent 
of talking pictures, and the subse- 
quent folding of the old vaudeville 
type of entertainment caught up 
with him, and like so many show 
people Dick found it necessary to 
call a temporary halt to his career. 

Back home in Detroit, an experi- 
enced trouper at sixteen, he used

his talent to put himself through 
High School by dancing in various 
hotels and night clubs, and later 
secured a spot as a featured dancer 
with Don Pablo and his Orchestra. 

On joining the Air Force in 1941 
he was immediately put In the 
"RCAF Blackouts" as a dancer and 
Choreographer. With the show ho 
toured Canada, Alaska, the British 
Isles, and the Continent, and dur- 
ing this period he turned down a 
proffered contract In favor of com- 
ing to McGill under the auspices 
of DVA. 

From vaudeville ... to "RCAF 
Blackouts" ... to the "Red and 
White Revue", Dick Hunter has 
tapped his way from kindergarten 
to university.

Cheers to President Paterson of 
the McGill Liberal Club for his 
Political Comment of Wednesday, 
November 27th, wherein he ex- 
plains that he and his associates 
do not support the Government's 
policy of discrimination against 
Japanese-Canadians. This is the 
first we'd heard of it, and we were 
happy ; to see such sentiments in 
print. But why the delay of more 
than a week in expressing them? 
Did the Liberal Club have to hold 
a caucus first, to decide what was 
their opinion? 

Unfortunately the positive tone 
of Mr. Paterson's opening state- 
ments was marred by the negative 
and contradictory remarks that 
followed. Having first stated that 
his Club does not support the anti- 
Japanese legislation of the Liberal 
Government, he followed it up by 
claiming that the whole thing was 
simply the outccvpe of democratic 
government! Mr'. MacKenzle and 
his British Columbia confreres, 
says Mr. Paterson, were merely 
carrying out the will of their con- 
stituents! What could be more 
democratic? 

This is an extremely Interesting 
bit of philosophy. Liberal mem- 
bers of parliament, we are told In 
effect, do not necessarily represent 
liberalism. They represent the 
views of their constituents. If 
those constituents happen to be op- 
posed to certain minorities among 
them, then the Liberal is also op- 
posed. Thus, if we carry this re- 
markable logic to its conclusion, 
the Liberal need have no platform, 
no policy— as a candidate for elec- 
tion, he simply asks the constitu- 
ents what they think, solicits their 
vote, carries their ideas, to Ottawa 
and requests the cabinet to ham- 
mer out a few more orders-in- 
council. 

This, to us, Is an entirely novel 
conception of party politics and of 
democracy. If wc apply it practic- 
ally, we find members of parlia- 
ment assuming a strong similarity 
to Pinnochio, complete with strings 
— those from anti-French con- 
stituencies clamor for legislation 
against the French-Canadian min- 
ority, those elected by anti-labour 
votes agitate against the unions, 
those whose constituents don't like 
Jews take, up the practice of Jew- 
baiting. No longer does' a political 
party need a platform; a philoso- 
phy is not requisite; principles, in 
fact, become more an obstacle than 
an aid to good government O 
Brave New World! 

But perhaps Mr. Paterson is more 
confused than ill-intentioned. We 
are inclined to think so, and sev- 
eral of his observations contribute 
to the strength ot that conclusion. 
His knowledge, of the Co-Operative 
Commonwealth Federation, its his- 
tory and its policies, is evidently 
confined to what he has read in 
the Montreal "Gazette", or the in- 
genuous writings of B.A. Trest- 



traiL Certainly none but a very 
prejudiced or deplorably ignorant 
young man would say* of people 
like M. J. Coldwell, Agnes Mac- 
Phail, Clarie Gillies and Frank 
Scott, "the core of their platform is 
one of economic division and hate". 
Nor would any but the most naive 
propagandist attempt to discredit 
socialists by resorting to names 
like "Parlour Pinks" — the sting 
went out of that epithet when the 
pinks left the parlour and settled 
In the government benches in Sas- 
katchewan, Australia, New Zea- 
land and Great Britain. 

At the end, however, Mr. s Paler- 
son once more gets back on the 
beam. He deplores the "disgraceful 
violence that has characterized 
Canadian industrial strikes in the 
last six months." Whether he real- 
ized it or not his remarks here 
could not be more to the point, and 
we would like to offer him our full 
co-operation in making known to 
McGill students "the attitude of so- 
cialist leaders" to that violence. If 
the McGill Liberal Club are really 
In favour of such a plan, we are 
sure that it can be arranged for 
various C.C.F. leaders In Canada to 
address them, explaining their atti 
tude and answering questions.

Yesterday's Political Comment 
from Mr. Paterson, President of the 
McGill Liberal Club, refers to a 
pamphlet on liberalism published 
by the CCF Club.

.He pointed out the disastrous con- 
ditions existing in China and Hun- 
gary, where money is valueless and 
American cigarettes and chocolate 
bars are the chief media of ex- 
change. Price controls, he said, 
must be retained to insure economic 
stability, to keep the cost of living 
down lo a level where it was com- 
mensurate with earned wages This 
would prevent strikes and allow a 
tranquil reconversion to a peace 
time economy.
